Mr. Justice IUiav silting to hear 
the Esquimau clectiun caac was niost ill- 
tiiiietl and improper. The fact that the 
Icained judj;o h.ul on iitore tliaii one oc- 
.•aaitin felt it his ihity tinU'ciilo lulveraely 
111 the preteuaiuiis nf the i:ovcrninent in 
Ihu tnattei- of tlio J lulicial District.s Act 
was advanced as a reason why ho could 
not bo trusted . to j^ive an unbiased 
Judgment on a mattoi- which, virtually, 
must decide the fate of the yovcrnmont. 
In advaiiciiii; the objection Mr. JoiiN.soN 
was caref'.il to state tliat lio did not share 
I he fculinj,', and that he but carried out 
lii.s inslrnctionB. 'i'hese instructions came 
iiatonsibly from Mr. Hktt; but ljuliind 
iiim again, it is to lie feared, Htaiids :i f^en- 
tleman who in tho past has been fnre- 
mbat in attempts to undermine the inllii- 
ence of the bench and to heap insult and 
..blociuy "11 its occupants for tlio reason 
I hat he could not lu'iul lliein M his own 
ilisreputablo iiui'iinscs. Mr. .loUNsox 
must be accniittoii of an intention lo in- 
sult the learned judge before whom he 
appeared. Personally, Mr. JoiiNSoX is 
loo mueli of a >;ontlennin to insult any 
coie; bui , nevertheless, his instructions 
were I'xtreuicly insultint; I" the bench. 
.Vgaiust .Mr. .I'u.-itice M<CiiKiiiiii tryin;,' 
ihe case no valid nlijection can l)e urged 
iin personal ynninds; and yet suppose 
eounsul for tiio petitioner un Friday 
should object to Mr. McCreiuht hearing a 
case in whieli the jjovonimont are larjjoly 
inlerestcd for the reason that the present 
lUciuiiT u;i.s a iiu'iiiber I'f llie local ^ov- 
crniiu'iu when .Mr. McCkkiuii l' was ap- 
pointed to the bcucli, and that throui,'ii 
the reconuuendation of that goverinneiit 
he seoiired liis appointment ! An objec- 
tion of that character wmild bi' inoro rea- 
.sonablo and might ho luiied with gro.iter 
fiirce liian tlial raised by .Mr. don.s.soN 
yesterday. If it were advanced it would 
Ije inunediately deunuiiced as an iiutrnj;e, 
as an imputation upon Mr. Mi CitKiuin'.s 
personal honor ami a redeclion upon his 
judicial integrity. Yet tho objection 
raised to Mr. Justice Orav sitting 
in the Esriuinialt election cate is of a 
.still more remote .and shadowy nature 
ami if advanced a little fnrtlier would 
render it iiiipus.sible for eitlier of the 
judges to sit upon any case. No judge 
who had ever traveled safely on a 
steamboat could be asked to try a cause 
in which the captain had an interest; if 
hi had once beoii tho guest of a suitor ho 
could not sit ill judgment on a suit to 
u liicli his ho.st was a party; liad he tasted 
a man's beer he cmild not be e.vpecteil to 
decide as to the general merits of a brew ; 
and so on. The instructions under which 
.Mr. Joii.NsoN appeared in chambers, al- 
I hough of an equally absurd character, 
were nevertheless insulting. Tho judge 
was there to decide a question of law :tnd 
counsel for tlie lespondciit inunediately 
assumed that it was one of politics, and 
look exception to the judge sitting be- 
cause he had a remote interest in tho 
overthrow of a guvernmeiit which had 
pa.HSiid an act to cause liim tu change his 
residence, which act has been declared 
unconstitutinniil. iMr. Justice Okay, 
while laughing heartily at tho ohjeetion, 
cunscuted to give way if Mr. Mc- 
Creiout'.s presence could bo secured; but 
that is out of tho question. Sir M. B. 
IJkobik could scarcely bo e.xpectod to 
proceed to Caribou and relieve Mr. Mo 
Chehijit after other arrangements have 
been made; nor are Mr. AIcCrkiout's 
services available, as the mainland assi- 
zes, owing to the blunders of the govern- 
ment, have nut yet been held. Mr. Jus- 
tice Okav remarked that he would gladly 
retire from the case; but that the intor- 
osts of the petitioner must be considered. 
The matter lies over till Friday. Tho 
gnvernnient, of course, are lighting for 
lime, which to tirein nieana money — §250 
fill each and every month that thoy re- 
tain their posts — and tho obstacle inter- 
posed yesterday was hut one of many that 
will bo raised as the matter progresses. 
It is manifestly iiupossibhi for Mv. Mc- 
Crkioht in wiioin (notwithstanding his 
peculiar rolations with tiie government, 
there is as much conlidonce felt by the 
public as in any of the ot her j udgos) to 
try tho case. Tlie duly will devolve on 
jMr. .fustiee (!rav or one of tho other 
judges now at the ca[)ital, in spite of the 
Mtndied affront oIl'erHd to of one their 
ntimhor yesterday. 

Tnii"rOA LlTUm' GOVEUNMENT. 

Messrs. Heaven and Hctt, unable to 
find any supporters of their own (for the 
apparent re.ason iIku two-thirds of the 
hoii.se as returned are C)p|)ositionista) 
competent to take part in the formation 
of a ministry, have, during the last four 
weeks, been casting about to induce .soni" 
member of tho Opposition to Jciin their 
ranks, and so afford them a pretext for 
ilrawing their salaries until forced to call 
the house togetlier. 'i'hey have suc- 
ceeded. -Vfler making several fruitless 
attempts, they wore reminded of the case 
of Ebenezer Brown, of the city of New 
Westminster, who four years ago was re- 
Lurncd as an opponent of the Walkem 
administration, but who the then go\-ern- 
inent had found it easy lo swerve from 
ail lionesl couiae by the building of a 
wharf on the private property of the said 
Mr. Brown. Aniniated by tho success 
achieved in the case of Mr. Brown, Mr. 
Beaven and Mr. Hott approached another 
Opposition member from the same dis- 
trict (Mr. \V. J. Armstrong), importuned 
liini with tho otl'or of a position in the 
cabinet worth So, 000 per annum, and, 
alas! for poor humanity, Mr. Armstrong, 
jia in the case of Mr. Brown, has not had 
sufficient fortitude to make "worldly in- 
terest subservient to sense of duty." So 
iMr. Armstrong has accepted a portfolio 
and sacrilicod his constituency. Truly it 
may bo said that New Westminster city 
and district, with its Browns and its 
.•\rmstrongs, has so far been uiifortiinate 
in ita_ selection of representatives: never 
portrayed; ever betrayed. It will bo for 
Now Westminster city in the future to 
seek and find representatives who will be 
true and faithful to its interests, and, 
thanks to a constitution under which 
dishonest men cannot long thrive, this 
opportunity will bo offered to the district 
in question when Mr. Armstrong ap- 
pears, as he sliortly must, for re-election. 
Let it bo romoinbered that since iMr. 
.Armstrong's return by acclamation he has 
been coquetting with tlio Opposition for 
—a.position in the government which will 
aoon be formed by them. Ho wrote to 
Mr. Smithe, the leader, congratulating 
him upon "our success;" and within tho 
last two or tliree weeks he subscribed to a 
doQuraent authorizing Mr. Srnitlioto state 
'tQ.hi8 honor tho lieutenant-governor that 
;Mr.f fBeavon's government had not his 
(Mr. Armstrong's) confidence. Lot the 
electors govern themselves accordingly.

In thf iiuitter oj the pi'titioa of Michttel 
Mttiy, .tin electur of Emiiiiinalt — Messrs. 
A. E. 11. and T'heo. D.avie apjieared in 
behalf of the petitioner, and Messrs. 
Johnson, Walls and McElmoQ on behalf 
of tho attorney-general, the respondent 
in tho case. 

Mr. A. Davie applied to have a c.un- 
mission appointed to take the evidence of 
.Mr. John Bowron of Barkerville, col- 
lector of \ otes for Cariboo. 

Mr. Johnson said lie had pi r-soually 
tho greatest possible contidence in His 
Lordship, and therefore had much reluc- 
tance in stating that it was the wish of 
the respondent that some other judge 
should try the case. The objection was 
baaed on tho judgmeiit.s of all three of the 
judges ill the Thra.shur case, and particu- 
larly on His Lordshii)'s judgment in that 
case. 

Mr. J ustico li ray — Is the objection per- 
sonaH I should be very glad to get rid 
of tho case. 

Rlr. Jidmsoii — It is personal; on tho 
ground of interest. 

Hia Lordship - What is my interoat - 
pecuniary or other ! (Laughter.) 

INIr. .lohnson contuiidod that a conflict 
ONisted between the judiciary and the c.\- 
ocntive, and it miglu be suggested that 
tho e.iListence of that teeliiig would bia.s 
his jiulgmonl.

Mr. .Iiistice (Iray said ho wfuild prefer | 
not to try the case; but the |)utitioner had j 
rights that must bo protected. i\lr. Davie ; 
is merely the ropresentativo of Mr. Muir, j 
who has nothing- whatever to do with iVIr. | 
Davie's address to electors 300milos away. ; 

Mr. Johnson — This is a jiolitical matter. . 

Mr. .Justice Gray - No; it is ;i question 
of law. I am not to decide whether the 
government is in or out. Tho attack is I 
not on Mr. Hett as attorney-genernl, but ' 
on him as a member of ttie house. , 

Mr. .lohnson — Tlio defeat of the attor I 
ney-gener.al will inflict a serious blow on 
the government. It jniglit be contended 
that your Lordship has a personal interest ' 
ill the defeat uf Mr. Hett because of the ' 
coiitlict between tiie bench and the ex- 
ecutive. 

Mr. Justice Gray — The objectiiui, then, | 
is personal to myself I Tiien iiand the ; 
case over to the chief justice. j 

Mr. .Johnson — Tho same objection 
would bo urged against the chief ju.slice; 
but Mr. Justice McCreight would be un- 
objectionable. 

Mr. Justice Gray— I have no ohjoclioii. 
What has Mr. Davie losay to that course.' 
The judges have no i)er3oiial interest or 
feeling. Thero is no conllict between 
them and tho executive; but if the gentle- 
men on the opposite side did not object 
he would consent not tu take the case. 
Lot the chief justice go to Cariboo and 
Mr. McCroight bo telogrtiphed to to come 
down and try this case.

Ho intended to 
raise an idijectioii to the sureties llled, 
and ho saw no reason for ha.Hte.

The Mannfactoro of Candy. 

It ought to be a source of satisfaction 
to tho people of Victoria that nearly the 
whido of the candy consumed by tliein is ' 
home made and miimifacturod from lion- [ 
est sugar; instead of being imported ; 
from eastern factories, where candies 
seem to be made of everything luit sugar, 
and which indulge in a series of iiigeniou.s . 
substitutes, that are neither calculated t.> 
improve the article nor the stumacli nf i 
the ciuisiimer and sometimes inllict ser- 
ious detriment on the latter. Tli'.Higb ■ 
confectionery is apii.irently a very simple 
thing, its niauufacturo involves consider- 
ahle trouble, as the public taste demands 
so many varieties that an outtit of dies, 
moulds, printed blocks, and small candy i 
rollers and apparatus is iiecess.iry in e.ui- | 
ducting it on an extended scale. Tho j 
two main divisions aio boiled and cream | 
candies. Tho tirst division includes [ 
sticks and drops, cocoa nut and butter ' 
tadiea, chocolate and barley sipiares, uc- 
cidiilated dropu, etc. Tho cream candies 
aro made from BUgar-nianipulated in a po 
culiar manner till it is reduced to some- 
thing very like tho coiisiateuce of cream. 
It includes chocolate creams, fonihiii.s, 
cordial drops, containing liquor tlavmed 
with various essences such as coli'ee, or- 
ange, lemon, clove, etc, rock candies, su- 
gar toys, carraway seeds, and colored su- 
gars, etc, etc. Tho cream candies are 
formed in various ornamental shapes in- 
dented ill dry starch on square trays, by 
plaster of Paris moulds, which are then 
removed, and the cream poured into the 
cavities and afterwards left to be careful 
ly dried. For lioilcd candies such as 
drops etc, expensive machines are used, 
containing brass rollers of various pat- 
terns, bet ween which the candy is pressed, 
each roller forming nne-half of the drop. 
Lozenges are cut out by shapes. h". .r 
conversation lozenges the material is 
first printed in the sheet, from bh.el.s 
either coiitaiiiiiig stereotyped plates or the 
same in movable typo, which can be vtir 
ied from time to time with novelties in 
love or friendship, while tho stereotyped 
blocks wiiuld have to he wholly renewed 
It is a remarkable fact, that amid all 
the changes in tho styles and fashions i.t 
candy, the conversation lozenire has re- 
mained tho same, ehH[uent vehicle of 
sentiment, and its res|)onsibilil ii>s can 
[lerhaps hardly be estiiiiated .A sullieieni 
insight into tho general [iriiiciplus of the 
manufticiuie has now been given and 
those engaged in tho trade nidy remain 
t I be mentioned . 

II, WALLER. 
Mr. H. Waller, Fort street, is one i f 
the largest manufactures of candies in the 
province. In tho rear of his store he has 
a well appointed manufactory, where he 
turns out all the ordinary kinds of candy 
in large (|uantitie3, with others of the less 
common varieties, such as candied fruit. 
The demand for candies of course varii's 
at different times of theyearand is greatest 
aomowhere about Chriattnas, but ihe av- 
erage amount turned out monthly is 
about a ton and a half, which is distrib- 
uted to the retail city trade and through 
tho province in wholesale quantities, the 
list comprising about ICO difl'eront varii-- 
ties. iMr. Waller has on tho w.ay from 
Now York a large revolving pan, for pan 
goods, the caiiacily of which i.s 00 pounds. 
Last year, from Jariiiary 1st to .'list of 
DceiMuber, the cost of material consumed 
in this establishment was between Sl.J,- 
000 and i;i5,000, and this year up to the 
present time it.has been considerably in 
advance of this .amount. Three men and 
two boys aro constantly employed. 

W. J. TIPPIN'S 
stiile is on Kort street. 1 Ie c. iniinciiced 
business three years ago, and makes .all 
his own candies, with the usual exce|)tion 
of gum drops, and does both a wholesale 
and retail trade in tho usu.al varieties. 
.Mr. Tippin has recently introduced an 
improveinent into iho business which has 
long been wanted and seems to be found- 
ed on a common senae principle. Candy 
slabs on which boiled candies are han- 
dled are usually made of marble, a sub 
stance which, in spite of all care, will in 
course of time absorb considerable grease 
from tho candies themsolvos, which does 
not tend to improve them. IMr. Tippin 
substitutes a cast-iron slab with a jdaiied 
surface, ft ft. by 'J ft. (1 in., placed over ,i 
shallow wooden trough into which either 
hot or cold water can be introduced, thus 
inlliiencing the tomporaturc of tlic slab as 
may be required. One of these slabs 
which .Mr. Ti])piii has had constructed 
has been founii to answer very well. Mr. 
Tippin has lately taken the atljoining 
store for tho purpose of additional accom- 
modations.

.Mr. F. Bauniann's store is on Yates 
street and is wnll supplied with all the lead 
iiig kinds of caiidi' we have einnnerateil 
and others too numerous to mention, all 
of which w itli some few exceptions, such 
as gum drops, are m.ade on the premises, 
Mr. Baumaiin also makes ornaments, 
wedding and birtlul.iy cakes. He com- 
inenced business ton years ago, and docs 
both a retail and wholesale trade, the lat- 
ter in Cassiar, Kaniloops and Okauag.iu 
district, together with Yale, Westminster 
and Nanaimo.

Cliarles Earl, of Taber- 
mory, now writes to the Globe that in 
1873 he found Ihe vessel sunk in 92 feet 
of walor, near the entrance to Tabcrmory 
harbor, and kept the spot buoyed till a 1 
few weeks since, when the vessel was I 
raised. Uu examination thi;y found 12 j 
l.j inch holes in the bottom and two 1 : 
inch holes in the centre-board box, 
There waa on board a large qiiautity of 1 
stone, one wiieel-barrow, and two chairs. [ 
.A diver reported that he f.iiind a skeleton 
fast in the companion-way, but when the 
vessel was being lowed into the harbor 
one of the chains slipped, the storn wont 
down, and tho skeleton escaped. A 
couple of ribs and what was supposed to 
be other parts of a human body were also 
found. 

A tolugram from Hamilton announces 
the death of Hon. Adam Hope, senator, 
in tho 70th year of his ago. The news 
will bo received with deep regret, for Mr. 
Hope was highly csloonied by all. 

Tho Rev. Mr. Garvoy, Baptist minister 
w hile ofliciatiug on Suiidtiy at the Baptist 
church on tho Communication line, in the 
township of Smith, for his son-iii-law, the 
Rev. Mr. Radcliffe, suddenly fell dead jn 
tho pulpit while giving out a hymn. 

A private letter from Quebec on tho 
22d inst., to a gentleman in Hartford, 
CoiMi., says: " I have been on tho stalf 
of the Princeas Louise, as orderly, since 
her arrival on Juno '1111. On Tuesday 
last I returned from Kow Brunswick, 
where I had been with her and her party 
on thbir annual excursion.
